In 
claims 11-13, applicants rewrote the phrase "resin particulate 
material" recited in originally filed claims 11-13 to read 
— organic fine particulate material — (emphasis added) in each 
occurrence, without using the proper markings to indicate 
deleted text and to indicate added text. In claim 13, 
applicants also rewrote the phrase "has a shape of a member 
selected from the group consisting of spindles, disks, spindle 
disks, amorphous flat plates and mixed shapes thereof" recited 
in originally filed claim 13 to read — comprises one of a 
spindle, disk, spindle disk and amorphous flat plate shape — 
(emphasis added) , without using the proper markings to indicate 
deleted text and to indicate added text. Applicants have 
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improperly labeled and amended claims 11-13. 

37 CFR 1.121 reads: "[W]hen claim text with markings is 
required. All claims being currently amended . . . shall . . . 
be submitted with markings to indicate changes that have been 
made relative to the immediate prior version of the claims. The 
text of any added subject must be shown by underlining the added 
text. The text of any deleted matter must be shown by strike- 
through except that double brackets [i.e., [[ ]]] placed before 
and after the deleted characters may be used to show deletion of 
five or fewer consecutive letters'' (emphasis added) .
